announced Immediately. Moreover, pro¬ 
visions for determination of compliance 
by certification have been published un¬ 
der Part 718 of this chapter and this 
amendment respecting marketing cards 
supplements such provisions which are 
applicable to the 1967 crop. Determina¬ 
tion of the basic penalty rate for peanuts 
is the result of a mathematical calcula¬ 
tion provided for by statute (7 U.8.C. 
1359). Accordingly. It is hereby deter¬ 
mined and found that compliance with 
the notice, public procedure, and 39-day 
effective date requirements of 5 UJS.C. 
553 is impractical and contrary to the 
public interest and this amendment 
shall become effective upon the date of 
filing with the Director.

<1) The converted rate of penalty to 
be entered on an excess marketing card 
for a farm, except as provided under 
subparagraph (2) of this paragraph, 
shall be determined as follows: 

(1) Compute the percent excess for 
the farm by dividing the final acreage 
into the excess acreage. 

(ID Multiply the percent excess for 
the farm by the basic penalty rate. 

(2) The full penalty rate shall be en¬ 
tered on the excess penalty card where 
the farm operator refuses to permit 
measurement or where the farm operator 
falls to timely certify the peanut acre¬ 
age on the farm pursuant to Part 718 of 
this chapter. 

(3) For federally owned land an ex¬ 
cess penalty card showing “zero” as the 
converted penalty rate shall be Issued if 
the final acreage on the farm Is within 
the effective farm allotment but is In 
excess of the acreage permitted by the 
lease or operating agreement. 

(4) The excess penalty card Issued for 
a farm in certification counties shall be 
marked "Eligible for Price Support” If 
the farm operator certifies the acreage 
to be within the effective farm allotment 
and a farm acreage check discloses that 
such allotment has been exceeded by 
not more than the larger of 0.5 acre or 
5 percent of the farm allotment, not to 
exceed 10 acres.

PART 991—HOPS OF DOMESTIC 
PRODUCTION 

Administrative Rules and Regulations 

Notice w'as published In the August 15. 
1967, issue of the Federal Register <32 
F.R. 11736) of a proposal, based upon 
the recommendations of the Hop Admin¬ 
istrative Committee, to provide for is¬ 
suance of additional allotment bases 
where certain existing allotment bases 
reflect below normal sales os a result of 
heptachtor damage to hop plants; pre¬ 
scribe requirements whereby producers 
may exchange their salable hops which 
are damaged or otherwise unsuitable for 
use, for pooled reserve hops prior to dis¬ 
position of such reserve hops; prescribe 
minimum quality standards for hops In 
terms of leaf and stem content, and 
prescribe the factor for converting 
lupulin to the equivalent weight of dried 
hops. The subpart is operative pursuant 
to Marketing Order No. 991 <7 CFR Part 
991), regulating the handling of hops 
of domestic production effective under 
the Agricultural Marketing Agreement 
Act of 1937. as amended (7 U.S.C. 601- 
674). 

The notice afforded interested persons 
an opportunity to submit written data, 
views, or arguments with respect to the 
proposal and comments were received 
within the prescribed time from an at¬ 
torney representing a producer of hops. 
Among other things the comments assort 
that the producer was a new' entity estab¬ 
lished subsequent to the 1965 harvest of 
hops; that the marketing order does not 
provide for establishing an allotment 
base for a new’ producer who purchased 
hop acreage after the 1965 harvest but 
prior to the effective date of the order: 
that such a new producer does not 
have records concerning the application 
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and effect of hcptachlor to the hop 
acreage he purchased and hence cannot 
comply with the proposed rule; that the 
proposed rule Is arbitrary and capricious 
In that it restricts a producer's maximum 
allotment base to the lower of his actual 
harvest or the State average; and that 
requiring evidence submitted to be "sat¬ 
isfactory to the Committee" is no stand¬ 
ard at all and will allow the Committee 
to give different results based upon the 
same figure if they claim the evidence 
satisfactory or unsatisfactory, 

The contention that order provisions 
do not provide for establishing an allot¬ 
ment base for a new producer who pur¬ 
chased hop acreage subsequent to 1965 
crop harvest but prior to the effective 
date of the order is without merit. Sec¬ 
tion 991.46 relative to transfers specifi¬ 
cally provides that such purchase of hop 
acreage shall be recognized as a transfer 
of such portion of the allotment base as 
Is applicable to the acreage purchased 
and in production in 1965. 

In recognition of the fact that a pur¬ 
chasing producer would not have made 
sales of hops from the purchased acreage 
prior to purchase, the rule provides that 
sales records shall be those applicable 
U> tiie acreage. Also, the fact that a pur¬ 
chasing producer may not have the 
former producer’s records is recognized 
in that the proposal docs not make it 
mandatory that all Items of suggested 
evidence be submitted. If some Informa¬ 
tion is not available, such will not preju¬ 
dice the producer’s application for an 
additional allotment base if otherwise 
soundly supported. The proposal’s man¬ 
ner of computing additional allotment 
bases is consistent with the record and 
$ 991.38. 

As to evidence being satisfactory to 
the Committee, this Is a necessary means 
of effectuating the adjustments. Cer¬ 
tainly, the Committee should not be 
required to accept as fact evidence which 
is obviously unsound. Moreover, all 
actions by the Committee must conform 
with the order and the administrative 
rules and regulations. In view of the 
foregoing appropriate order provisions, 
the views set forth in the comments can¬ 
not be adopted. However, the issue of a 
new producer has been more clearly 
stated in the rule. 

After consideration of all relevant 
matter presented. Including that in the 
notice, the written data, views, or argu¬ 
ments submitted pursuant to the notice, 
the Information and recommendations 
submitted by the Committee and other 
available information, it is hereby found 
that the issuance, as hereinafter set 
forth, of the Subpart—Administrative 
Rules and Regulations, is in accordance 
with this part and will tend to effectuate 
the declared policy of the act. 

Therefore, Subpart—Administrative 
Rules and Regulations shall be as fol¬ 
lows: 

§9*11.138b Additional allotment l»a*r«, 

• a* Hcptachlor damage to plants. (1) 
To qualify for an additional allotment 
base, pursuant to 9 991.38(b). due to be¬ 
low normal .sales resulting from hepta- 
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chlor damage to plants In the period 
1962 through 1965. each producer or his 
legal successor In interest, believing he 
has entitlement may file an application 
therefor with the Committee not later 
than 30 days after the effective date of 
this section. Each such application shall 
be in writing and shall contain evidence 
satisfactory to the Committee that 
heptachlor was applied to all or part of 
his acreage, that the heptachlor dam¬ 
aged the hop plants, and that this 
resulted in reducing the applicant’s 
average amount per acre sold from the 
harvested acreage during each year of 
the 4-year period. 1962-65. In which 
there were sales of hops. The evidence 
to be submitted for consideration by the 
Committee may Include the following: 

<i) The location and number of acres 
treated with heptachlor which were in 
production in the 1962-65 period; 

<U> The approximate number of times 
and the crop years when heptachlor was 
applied to such acres; 

(ill) The method used to apply the 
heptachlor: 

i iv> The rate of application; 
tv> The extent of plant dle-out and 
replacement each year following appli¬ 
cation of heptachlor ; 

(vi> The years, if any in which the 
hcptachlor treated acreage was not har¬ 
vested and the reasons why; 

<vil> A statement describing the ef¬ 
forts made to rehabilitate the treated 
acreage: 

<vlli> A statement describing any 
other factors such as alkali content of 
soil, mildew, spider, wind, or frost, that 
may have affected the quantity harvested 
during 1 or more years of the 1962-65 
period; 

<ix) The total acreage and total quan¬ 
tity of hops harvested each year. Includ¬ 
ing the heptachlor treated acreage, be¬ 
ginning 3 years preceding the year In 
which heptachlor was applied; 

<x) Statements by disinterested par¬ 
ties (such as the supplier of the hcpta¬ 
chlor or persons applying it to the treated 
acreage >. verifying the information sub¬ 
mitted by the applicant pursuant to this 
paragraph; and 

(xi) Other information tending to 
substantiate the application. 

lb> Granting of additional allotment 
bases. (1) Except as provided In sub- 
paragraph <3) of this paragraph, the 
Committee shall assign an additional al¬ 
lotment base (i.e. an increased total al¬ 
lotment base) to the applicant filing 
pursuant to paragraph (a) of this section 
if it finds, from the Information sub¬ 
mitted by the applicant and other avail¬ 
able information, that due to heptachlor 
damage on a specific portion or all of an 
applicant’s acreage there were below nor¬ 
mal sales in each year of the 1962-65 
period in that such sales were below 95 
percent of the applicable State's average 
yield per acre. The State average yield 
sliall be that reported by the UJS. De¬ 
partment of Agriculture. Statistical Re¬ 
porting Service. Crop Reporting Board. 

(2) The additional allotment base as¬ 
signed to an eligible applicant shall be 
that contained in a total allotment base 


determined by substituting for such up. 
pllcant’s average amount per acre sold 
from his harvested acreage for the year 
or years used to compute Ills original 
allotment base. 95 percent of the appli¬ 
cable State's average yield per acre lor 
such year or years: Provided . That if the 
Committee determines, on the basis of 
information submitted by the applicant 
and other available information, that in 
the absence of heptachlor damage the 
applicant’s average amount per acre sold 
from the harvested acreage during the 
year or years used to compute his allot¬ 
ment base would have been an amount 
less than 95 percent of the State aver¬ 
age yield per acre for such year or years. 
95 percent of such amount shall be used 
in lieu of the State average yield. In 
computing the new total allotment base 

(3) No additional allotment base shall 
be assigned to an eligible applicant, nor 
be permitted to be transferred to another 
producer, until the applicant estab¬ 
lishes a need for such base to market h is 
regained productive capacity as demon¬ 
strated by his average yield per acre dur¬ 
ing any 2 consecutive years of the 5-year 
period 1968-70 exceeding the 1962-65 
yields per acre used in determining his 
allotment base and approximating 95 
percent of the State average or the Com¬ 
mittee determined yield, whichever ts 
lower.

Exchanges 
during the first 5 days of such 20-day 
period shall be limited to those producers 
who desire to exchange their salable hops 
which are damaged or otherwise unsuit¬ 
able. for their 1966 hops delivered to the 
reserve hop pool. Each such exchange 
shall be subject to payment to the Com¬ 
mittee. by the producer exchanging hops,

needed to prepare for or to conduct oper¬ 
ations under these provisions: and (5) no 
useful purpose would be served by de¬ 
laying the effective time hereof.

Notice that it was proposed to change 
the boundaries of the Laredo. Tex., and 
Houston, Tex., customs districts in Re¬ 
gion VI. was published in the Federal

Negligible Residues on Commodity- 
Group Basis 

A notice was published in the Federal 
Register of April 15. 1967 (32 F.R. 6059), 
proposing that the hereinafter desig¬ 
nated crop groupings be used for estab¬ 
lishing tolerances for negligible residues. 
The main point of the comments re¬ 
ceived in response to the proposal was 
that the groupings were too detailed and 
that there should be fewer and larger 
groupings; however, the differences in 
usefulness, in conditions of uses, and In 
residues to be expected do not permit the 
broadening of the groupings. 

The Commissioner of Food and Drugs, 
having reviewed the comments received 
and additional representation by the 
U.8. Department of Agriculture, has con¬ 
cluded that the pesticide regulations 
should be amended as set forth below. 
Therefore, by virtue of the authority 
vested in the Secretary of Health. Edu¬ 
cation. and Welfare by the Federal Food. 
Drug, and Cosmetic Act (secs. 408. 701 
(a). 68 Stat. 511, as amended. 52 Stat. 
1055; 21 U.S.C. 346a, 371(a)). and dele¬ 
gated to the Commissioner (21 CFR 
2.120), Part 120 is amended tn the fol¬ 
lowing respects: 

1. By revising paragraph (g) of $ 120.1 
and by adding a new paragraph to that 
section, as follows: 

g 120.1 Definition* anti interpretation*. 
• • • • • 

Cg) For the purpose of computing fees 
as required by $ 120.33. each group of 
crops listed In 5 120.34(e) Is counted as 
a single raw agricultural commodity in 
a petition or request for tolerances or ex¬ 
emption from the requirement of a 
tolerance for a nonsystemic pesticide. As 
a general rule, when considering a peti¬ 
tion or request with respect to a systemic 
pesticide (sec 5 120.34(c)) crops shall not 
be grouped; however, when computing 
fees in connection with establishing 
tolerances for negligible residues, each 
group listed In $ 120.34(f) Is counted as a 
single commodity without regard as to 
whether or not the pesticide is systemic. 
• • • • • 

(I) The term “negligible residue*' 
means any amount of a pesticide chemi¬ 
cal remaining in or on a raw agricul¬ 
tural commodity or group of raw agri¬ 
cultural commodities that would result 
In a dally Intake regarded as toxlcolog- 
lcally Insignificant on the basis of sci¬ 
entific judgment of adequate safety data. 
Ordinarily this will add to the diet an 
amount which will be less than 1/2,000th 
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of the amount that has been demon¬ 
strated to have no effect from feeding 
studies on the most sensitive animal 
species tested. Such toxicity studies 
shall usually Include at least 90-day 
feeding studies in two species of mam¬ 
mals. 

2. By adding to 8 120.34 a new para¬ 
graph. as follows: 

§ 120.3 I Teat* on ihc amount of rrnidur 
remaining.

<f> It may be possible to make a re¬ 
liable estimate of negligible residues of 
pesticide chemicals to be expected on 
each commodity in a designated group¬ 
ing on the basis of data on a representa¬ 


tive number of commodities listed in the 
following designated groups. Tolerances 
for negligible residues will be established 
on the group as a whole following the 
certification of usefulness by the Secre¬ 
tary of Agriculture (pursuant to section 
403* 1) of the acti on the group as a 
whole. This does not affect US. De¬ 
partment of Agriculture requirements 
for data for registration of labels for 
each commodity or the requirement for 
Food and Drug Administration review of 
these labels and the supporting data for 
the proposed registration. In accordance 
with the Interdepartmental Agreement. 
Commodities not listed are not con¬ 
sidered as included in the groupings for 
the purpose of tills paragraph.

Pursuant to a petition (FAP 671) filed 
by Salsbury Laboratories, Charles City, 
Iowa 50616, and upon consideration of 
other pertinent material, an order ww 
published In the Federal Register of 
November 19. 1964 (29 F.R. 15511), pro¬ 
viding for the safe use of a combination 
drug containing 3,5-dinitroben7H:nide 
* 5 121.263) andsulfanitran <f 121.264 > in 
chicken feed as an aid in the prevention 
of coccldlosls. The regulations were sub¬ 
sequently amended by an order published 
March 18. 1965 <30 F.R, 3594 > . to provide 
for the addition to the combination or 
3-nitro-4-hydroxyphenylarsonlc acid for 
growth promotion, feed efficiency, and 
improving pigmentation. 

A petition was filed by Salsbury Labo¬ 
ratories. notice of which was published in 
the Federal Register of April 32, 

(30 F.R. 5717). proposing amendment of 
the regulations for 3 . 5 -dlnltrobcittamtde, 
sulfanitran. and 3-nitro-4-hydroxyphen- 

yiarsonic acid to provide for their u*e 
with low-level antibiotics added for 
growth promotion and feed efficiency on 
the basis of the data submitted and otnc 
relevant material, the Food and Drufi 
Administration concluded that w* 
dlnltrobenzamide Is a carcinogen. Tne 
data and conclusions were reviewed by 
Interdepartmental Technical Panel on 
Carcinogens, and its findings confirmed 
the conclusion of the Food and Drug A 


ministration. 

A method of analysis has been sub¬ 
mitted by Salsbury Laboratories §no 
found to be of adequate sensitivity to es¬ 
tablish that under the oonditlons ox : »■ 
permitted by the orders of 
1964, and March 18. 1965. which i include 
a 5-day withdrawal period, no WfMues 
3,6-dinitrobcnzamide are found in t 
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edible tissues of treated birds. The pe¬ 
tition proposing the use of the additives 
with low-level antibiotics has been with¬ 
drawn by the petitioner. Under these 
circumstances and pursuant to the pro¬ 
visions of section 409*c)(3MA> of the 
Federal Food. Drug, and Cosmetic Act. 
the Commissioner of Food and Drugs 
concludes that the food additive regula¬ 
tions .should be amended as set forth 
below to provide the analytical method 
by wiiich it is determined that no residues 
of the additive are present in the edible 
tissues of chickens when the additive is 
used In accordance with currently au¬ 
thorized conditions of safe use.

IV. Standard cure*. A. 1. Weigh 100 milli¬ 
grams of 3.5-DNBA and transfer to a 1-liter 
volumetric flask with acetone. 

2. Dissolve and dilute with acetone to 
volume. 

3. Dilute 1 milliliter to 100 milliliters. 

4. Add 5.0 milliliters of water to each of 
six centrifuge tubes. 

5 Add standard to each of the tubes to 
contain one of the following amounts: 0.0. 
1.0. 2.0. 3.0, 5.0, and 10.0 micrograms of 
3.5-DNBA. 

B. Prepare each tube for colorimetric 
measurement as follows: 

I. Place the tube In a hot water bath 
<90* C.) until 5.0 milliliter* remain. Cool to 
room temperature. 

2. While mixing on Vortex mixer, or 
equivalent, regulated with an autotrans¬ 
former. add 2 drops of TlCI, and 4 drops of 
10N NaOH. Continue mixing until chalky- 
white In appearance. 
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3. Add 3 milliliter* of IfCl. roll, and allow 
to stand for A minutes. 

4. Transfer to 50-mlllillter volumetric flask 
and dilute with iS HC1 to 40-45 milliliters. 

5. Cool to 0* C--5" C. by placing In a 
freezer or loo bath. 

0. Perform the Bratton-Marshall reaction 
in subdued light as follows: 

a. Add 1 milliliter of sodium nitrite re¬ 
agent. mix. and allow to stand for 1 minute. 

b. Add 1 milliliter of ammonium sulfamate 
reagent, mix, and allow to stand for 1 minute. 

c. Add 1 milliliter of coupling reagent, 
mix. and allow to stand for 10 minutes. 

d. Dilute to volume with 4N HCl. 

C. Perform colorimetric measurement at 
530 millimicrons as follows: 

1. Pill two matched 100-mlUlmeter cells 
with 4JV HCl and place into spectrophotom¬ 
eter. 

3. Adjust dork current. 

3. Adjust to zero absorbance. 

4. Replace acid In cell of sample side of 
comportment with standard to be measured. 

5. The standard curve should be run five 
different times. Plot equivalent concentration 
in tissue versus mean absorbance at each 
concentration. If computer is available, a 
better procedure Is to calculate the equation 
of the standard curve by means of least 
squares. 

V. Procedure. A. Extraction. 1. Mince 350 
grams of tissue In a 1-quart blending Jar for 
3 minutes. Use samples obtained from either 
freshly killed or quickly frozen birds. The 
latter should be analyzed as soon as thawed. 
For fibrous meats (for example, muscle, skin) 
put through a meat grinder before mincing. 

3. Weigh 100 ±05 grams of each replicate 
sample in a 150-mllllllter beaker. Analyze 
each sample in triplicate and average the 
results. Reproducibility of ±10 percent be¬ 
tween such analyses has been obtained. 

3. Transfer the sample to a 1-quart blendor 
Jar. For kidney and liver tissue*, make a 
slurry with acetone In the weighing beaker. 
Transfer with several rinses of acetone. 

4. Blend the wimple for 5 minutes with 
250 milliliters of acetone and a 100-milllllter 
beakerful of diatom a coo u* earth. 

5. Filter through a Buchner funnel con¬ 
taining a wetted Whatman No. 5 filter paper 
(135 cm. I Into a 1-liter suction flank. 

g. Rinse the blendor Jar into the funnel 
with three 26-milUlltcr portions of see tone. 

7. Transfer the pulp and paper from the 
funnel to the aforementioned blendor Jar. 

8. Add 250 milliliters of chloroform. 

9. Blend for 3 minutes. 

10. Filter through the aforementioned ap¬ 
paratus of procedure step V-A5. For rapid 
filtration of skin and blood samples, prepare 
funnel by adding dlatomaocout earth and 
tamping evenly over paper to a thickness of 
3 to 5 millimeters. 

11. Rinse the blendor Jar into the funnel 
with three 25-mllllUter rinses of chloroform. 

B. Phasic separation. 1. Pour the combined 
filtrates into s 1-liter separatory funnel. 

2. Rinse the suction flask twice with 25 
milliliters of chloroform. 

3. Mix the funnel contents by gently rock¬ 
ing and swirling for 30 seconds. 

4. Let stand 10 minutes to allow phases 
to separate. 

a The upper (aqueous) phase (30 to 50 
milliliters) Is not always emulsion-free. 
Losses from emulsions have not been sig¬ 
nificant. 

b. If an upper (aqueous) phase does not 
appear, add an additional 100 milliliters of 
chloroform nnd 10 milliliters of water and 
repeat procedure step V-B3. 

5. Withdraw the lower phase Into a 1-liter 
round-bottom flask, and discard upper phase. 
Withdraw nearly all of the lower phase, let 
stand for 2 to 3 minutes, then withdraw the 
remainder. 


C. Evaporation. Attach the flask on a thln- 
fllm rotary evaporator connected to a vac¬ 
uum supply, and place In a water bath main¬ 
tained at 45* C.-50* C. until an oily residue 
remains. Do not overheat the sample or allow 
to go to dryness. 

D. Adsorption chromatography. I. Prepare 
a chromatography column using a column 
with calibrated etchings to Indicate appro¬ 
priate adsorbent and solvent levels as follows: 

a. Fill tube to a depth of 60 millimeters 
with Ai,<V 

b. Tap walls gently with hands. 

c. Add anhydrous sodium sulfate to an ad- 
tional depth of 25 millimeters. 

d Wet and wash column with 50 milli¬ 
liters of chloroform. 

K During chromatography, make each ad¬ 
dition to the tube when the liquid level has 
reached the top of the sodium sulfate layer. 

11. Increase the percolation rates by ap¬ 
plying a alight air pressure to the top of the 
column. 

3. Transfer the residue from procedure 
step V-C to the column with four 15-mllll- 
Uter rinses of chloroform. Then rinse the 
walls of the tube and sodium sulfate layer 
with three 3-milliliter portions of chloro¬ 
form. Percolation rate: 15 to 25 milliliters 
per minute. No color from sample should be 
seen In sodium sulfate layer after final rinse. 

3. Wash column with 100 milliliters of 
chloroform. Discard eluate. 

4. Add 75 milliliters of eluting reagent A 
and collect eluate A In a 250-miUUiter beaker 
for cation-exchango chromatography. 

a. Refer to “Fluting reagent A*' under 
“Reagents” (II-K) for determining formula 
and volume. 

b. Percolation rate: 8 to 12 milliliters per 
mtnute. 

R. Cation-exchange chromatography—No. 

1. 1. Prepare an ion-exchango column as 
follows: 

a. Add a uniform slurry of resin to the 
column to obtain a 4 to 5 centimeter bed 
depth after settling 

L Obtain a uniform slurry using a mag¬ 
netic sUrrcr. To add the required amount 
of resin, calibrate the slurry nnd transfer It 
with a 10-mllllllter pipette to deliver a re¬ 
producible volume, 

11. Increase the flow rate to 2 to 4 milli¬ 
liters per minute by applying sir pressure to 
the column. A glycerol manostat adjusted to 
30 Inches and attached between an air sup¬ 
ply and column provides adequate pressure. 

b. Wash the resin with 10 milliliters of 
eluting reagent A. Discard eluate. 

2. Pass eluate A from procedure step V-D4 
through the column. Collect In a 250-milli¬ 
liter beaker. 

3. Puss 50 milliliters of specially dena¬ 
tured alcohol 3A through the column. Com¬ 
bine with the eluate of procedure step V-E2. 

P. Reduction. 1. Plaoo the eluate A frac¬ 
tion from procedure step V-E3 on a hot 
water bath (90* C.) and ovaporate with a 
stream of air until 5 to 10 milliliters remain. 
Do not overheat the sample or allow the 
sample to go to dryness. 

2. Transfer to centrifuge tube and rinse 
beaker three time* with 3 milliliters of spe¬ 
cially denatured alcohol 3A. 

3. Evaporate on a hot water bath (90* C.) 
under a stream of air until alcohol has 
evaporated. Do not overheat the sample or 
allow the sample to go to dryness. 

4. Remove the tube from the water bath 
and Immediately add 5.0 milliliters of water. 

5. While mixing, add 2 drops of titanium 
chloride and 4 drops of 10.V sodium hydroxide.

Subpart A—Preliminary Matters 

§ 531.1 Definitions. 

(a) “Administrator** means the Ad¬ 
ministrator of the Wage and Hour and 
Public Contracts Divisions or his author¬ 
ized representative. The Secretary of 
Labor has delegated to the Administrator 
the functions vested In him under section 
3(m) of the Act. 

(b) “Act** means the Fair Labor 
Standards Act of 1938, as amended. 


§ 531.2 Purpose ami mipr, 

(a) Section 3(in) of the Act defines 
the term “wage** to include the “reason¬ 
able cost*', as determined by the Secre¬ 
tary of Labor, to nn employer of furnish¬ 
ing any employee with board, lodging, or 
other facilities. If such board, lodging, or 
other facilities are customarily furnished 
by the employer to his employees. In 
addition, section 3(m) gives the Secretary 
authority to determine the “fair value** 
of such facilities on the basis of average 
cost to the employer or to groups of em¬ 
ployers similarly situated, or average 
value to groups of employees, or other 
appropriate measures of “fair value.** 
Whenever so determined and when ap¬ 
plicable and pertinent, the “fair value** 
of the facilities involved shall be in¬ 
cludable as part of “wages" Instead of 
the actual measure of the costs of those 
facilities. The section provides, how¬ 
ever, that the cost of board, lodging, 
or other facilities shall not be included 
as part of “wages'* if excluded therefrom 
by a bona fide collective bargaining 
agreement. Section 3<m) also provides 
a method for determining the wage of a 
tipped employee. 

<b) This Part 531 contains any deter¬ 
minations made as to the “reasonable 
cost” and “fair value** of board, lodging, 
or other facilities having general appli¬ 
cation. and describes the procedure 
whereby determinations having general 
or particular application may be made 
The part also interprets generally the 
provisions of section 3<m) of the Act. 
including the term “tipped employee’* as 
defined in section 3<t). 

Subpart B—Determinations of "Rea¬ 
sonable Cost" and "Fair Value"; 

Effects of Collective Bargaining 

Agreements 

§ 531.3 General determination* of “rrn- 
»otial>lc ro*t". 

<a> The term “reasonable cost’* as 
used in section 3<m> of the Act is hereby 
determined to be not more than the 
actual cost to the employer of the board, 
lodging, or other facilities customarily 
furnished by him to his employees. 

<b) “Reasonable cost” does not in¬ 
clude a profit to the employer or to any 
affiliate! person. 

(c) Except whenever any determina¬ 
tion made under {531.4 is applicable, the 
“reasonable cost** to the employer of 
furnishing the employee with board, 
lodging, or other facilities (including 
housing) is the cost of operation and 
maintenance Including adequate depre¬ 
ciation plus a reasonable allowance (not 
more than 5& percent) for Interest on 
the depreciated amount of capital 
Invested by the employer: Provided. That 
if the total so computed Is more than the 
fair rental value (or the fair price of the 
commodities or facilities offered for sale >. 
the fair rental value (or the fair price of 
the commodities or facilities offered for 
sale) shall be the reasonable cost. The 
cost of operation and maintenance, the 
rate of depreciation, and the depreciated 
amount of capital invested by the em¬ 
ployer shall be those arrived at under 
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good accounting practices. As used In 
this paragraph, the term “good account¬ 
ing practices'* does not Include account¬ 
ing practices which have been rejected by 
the Internal Revenue Service for tax 
purposes, and the term “depreciation” 
includes obsolescence. 

<d> <1> The cost of furnishing “facil¬ 
ities” found by the Administrator to be 
primarily for the benefit or convenience 
of the employer will not be recognized 
as reasonable and may not therefore be 
Included in computing wages. 

(2) The following is a list of facilities 
found by the Administrator to be pri¬ 
marily for the benefit of convenience of 
the employer. The list is intended to be 
illustrative rather than exclusive: (i) 
Tools of the trade and other materials 
and services incidental to carrying on the 
employer's business; ill) the cost of any 
construction by and for the employer; 
till) the cost of uniforms and of their 
laundering, where the nature of the 
business requires the employee to wear 
a uniform. 

§ 531.4 Making determination* of "ren- 
Mutable ro*l”. 

(a) Procedure . Upon Ills own motion 
or upon the petition of any interested 
person, the Administrator may de¬ 
termine generally or particularly the 
“reasonable cost" to an employer of 
furnishing any employee with board, 
lodging, or other facilities. If such board, 
lodging, or other facilities are custom¬ 
arily furnished by the employer to his 
employees. Notice of proposed determi¬ 
nation shall be published In the Federal 
Register, and Interested persons shall 
be afforded an opportunity to partici¬ 
pate through submission of written data, 
views, or arguments. Such notice shall 
indicate whether or not an opportunity 
will be afforded to make oral presenta¬ 
tions. Whenever the latter opportunity 
is afforded, the notice shall specify the 
time and place of any hearing and the 
rules governing such proceedings. Con¬ 
sideration shall be given to all relevant 
matter presented in the adoption of any 
rule. 

<b) Contents of petitions submitted 
by interested persons. Any petition by 
an employee or an authorized represent¬ 
ative of employees, an employer or 
group of employers, or other interested 
persons for a determination of “reason¬ 
able cost’* shall include the following 
information: 

(1) The name and location of the em¬ 
ployer’s or employers’ place or places of 
business; 

(2) A detailed description of the 
board, lodging, or other facilities fur¬ 
nished by the employer or employers, 
whether or not these facilities are cus¬ 
tomarily furnished by the employer or 
employers, and whether or not they are 
alleged to constitute “wages’ 1 ; 

(3) The charges or deductions made 
for the facility or facilities by the em¬ 
ployer or employers; 

(4) When the actual cost of the facil¬ 
ity or facilities is known an itemized 
statement of such cost to the employer or 
employers of the furnished facility or 
facilities; 


(5) The cash wages paid; 

(6) The reason or reasons for which 
the determination 1s requested. Includ¬ 
ing any reason or reasons why the de¬ 
terminations in $531.3 should not apply; 
and 

(7) Whether an opportunity to make 
an oral presentation is requested; and if 
It is requested, the inclusion of a sum¬ 
mary of any expected presentation. 

§ 531.5 Making determination* of "fair 
value'*. 

(a) Procedure. The procedures gov¬ 
erning the making of determinations of 
the “fair value” of board, lodging, or 
other facilities for defined classes of em¬ 
ployees and in defined areas under sec¬ 
tion 3(m) of the Act shall be the same 
as that prescribed in $ 531.4 with respect 
to determinations of “reasonable cost." 

(b) Petitions of interested persons. 
Any petition by an employee or an au¬ 
thorized representative of employees, an 
employer or group of employers, or other 
interested persons for a determination of 
“fair value” under section 3<m> of the 
Act shall contain the Information re¬ 
quired under paragraph <b) of $ 531.4, 
and in addition, to the extent possible, 
the following: 

(1) A proposed definition of the class 
or classes of employees Involved: 

(2) A proposed definition of the area 
to which any requested determination 
would apply; 

(3) Any measure of “fair value” of the 
furnished facilities which may be appro¬ 
priate In addition to the cost of such 
facilities. 

§ 531.6 Effect* of collective bargaining 
agreement*. 

(a) The cost of board, lodging, or 
other facilities shall not be included as 
part of the wage paid to any employee 
to the extent it is excluded therefrom 
under the terms of a bona fide collective 
bargaining agreement applicable to the 
particular employee. 

<b) A collective bargaining agreement 
shall be deemed to be “bona fide" when 
it is made with a labor organization 
which has been certified pursuant to the 
provision of section 7(b)(1) or 7(b)(2) 
of the Act by the National Labor Rela¬ 
tions Board, or which Is the certified 
representative of the employees under 
the provisions of the National Labor Re¬ 
lations Act, as amended, or the Railway 
Labor Act. as amended. 

(e) Collective bargaining agreements 
made with representatives who have not 
been so certified will be ruled on Individ¬ 
ually upon submission to the Admin¬ 
istrator. 

§ 531.7 Request for review of lip credit. 

<a) Any employee (either himself or 
acting through his representative) may 
request the Administrator to determine 
whether the actual amount of tips re¬ 
ceived by him Is less than the amount 
determined by the employer as a wage 
credit. If It is shown to the satisfaction 
of the Administrator that the actual 
amount of tips Is the lesser of these 
amounts, the amount paid the employee 


by the employer shall be deemed to have 
been Increased by such lesser amount 
(b) Requests for review and determi¬ 
nation may be made either orally or in 
writing to any investigator or any re¬ 
gional. district, or field office of the 
Wage and Hour and Public Contracts 
Divisions or to the Administrator in 
Washington, D.C. 20210. Requests should 
be accompanied by a statement of 
tips received each week or each month 
over a representative period as re¬ 
ported by the employee to the em¬ 
ployer for purposes of Internal Reve¬ 
nue Service reports. Such a request 
should also be accompanied by a state¬ 
ment showing the tip credit taken by the 
employer and any other information 
deemed pertinent by the petitioner In 
any' instance in which it appears that the 
tip credit claimed by the employer 
exceeds the amount of tips actually 
received by the tipped employee, the 
employer shall be apprised of the facts 
made available to the Wage and 
Hour and Public Contracts Divisions 
and be afforded the opportunity to 
submit any evidence he may care to 
present in support of his claim for tip 
credit before a determination is made 
Such determination shall be made by the 
official representative of the Wage and 
Hour and Public Contracts Divisions 
assigned to make an investigation of the 
employing establishment. 


§ 531.8 Petition* to i**ur. amend. or re¬ 
peal rale*, including determinations 
under lli«» port. 


Any interested person may petition for 
the issuance, amendment, or repeal of 
rules. Including determination* under 
this part. Any such petition shall be 
directed in writing to the Administrator. 
Any such petition shall include: (a* A 
declaration of the petitioner’s interest 
in the proposed action; <b) a statement 
of the rule-making action sought; and 
(c) any data available in support of the 
petition. Whenever a petitioner seeks a 
determination of “reasonable cost” or 
“fair value” the statement of rule-max¬ 
ing sought shall contain the Information 
required under $ 531.4(b) or S 531.5tb>. 
as the case may be. 


Subpart C —Interpretations 
§ 531.25 Introductory •tatrmrnt. 

(a) The ultimate decisions on inter¬ 
pretations of the Act are made by 
courts (Mitchell v. Zachry.

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Labor, as authorized by the Secretary 
.Reorganteatton Plan 6 of 1950, 64 Stat. 
1253: Gen. Order 45A. May 24, 1950, 
15 Pit 3290>. The Supreme Court 
n &5 lecognlzed that such interpreta¬ 
tions of this Act ‘'provide a practical 
guide to employers and employees as 
to how the office representing the 
public interest in Its enforcement will 
seek to apply it'* and “constitute a body 
of experience and Informed Judgment to 
which courts and litigants may properly 
resort (or guidance/' Further, as stated 
by the Court: “Good administration of 
the Act and good judicial administration 
dliko require that the standards of public 
enforcement and those for determining 
private rights shall be at variance only 
where justified by very good reasons/' 
Skidmore v. Swift, 323 UB. 134.) 

<b> The interpretations of the law 
contained In this subpart are official in- 
InterpretaUons of the Department of 
Labor with respect to the application 
tinder described circumstances of the 
provisions of law which they discuss. 
The interpretations indicate, with re¬ 
spect to the methods of paying the com¬ 
pensation required by sections 6 and 7 
and the application thereto of the pro¬

In addition, section 
3<m) provides that a tipped employee's 
wages may consist in pan of Ups. It is 
section 3(m> which permits and governs 
the payment of wages in oUier than cash. 

<b> It should not be assumed that be¬ 
cause the term “wage" does not appear 
in section 7. ail overtime compensation 
must be paid in cash and may not be 
paid in board, lodging, or other faciUUes. 
There appears to be no evidence in elUier 
the statute or its legislaUve history which 
demonstrates the intention to provide 
one rule for the payment of Uie mini¬ 
mum wage and another rule for the pay¬ 
ment of overtime compensation. The 
principles stated In paragraph (a) of 
this section are considered equally ap¬ 
plicable to payment of the minimum 
hourly wage required by secUon 6 or of 
the w ages required by the equal pay pro¬ 
visions of secUon 6(d). and to payment, 
when overtime is worked, of the compen¬ 
sation required by section 7. Thus, in 
determining whether he has met the 
minimum wage and overtime require¬ 
ments of the Act, the employer may 
credit himself with the reasonable cost 
to himself of board, lodging, or other 
faciliUes customarily furnished by him 
to his employees when the cost of such 
board, lodging, or other facilities is not 
excluded from wages paid to such em¬ 
ployees under the term of a bona fide 
collective bargaining agreement appli¬ 
cable to the employees.

It should 
be remembered, however, that the wage 
paid for a Job. within the meaning of the 
equal pay provisions of section 6<d>, 
may Include remuneration for employ¬ 
ment which is not included in the em¬ 
ployee's regular rate of pay under section

§ 531.28 Restriction* applicable vlim 
payment i* not in ra»h or it* njttita¬ 
lent. 

It appears to have been the clear in¬ 
tention of Congress to protect the basic 
minimum wage and overtime compensa¬ 
tion required to be paid to the employee 
by sections 6 and 7 of the Act from 
profiteering or manipulation by the em¬ 
ployer In dealings with the employee. 
Section 3(m> of the Act and Subpart B 
of this part accordingly prescribe cer¬ 
tain limitations and safeguards which 
control the payment of wages in other 


than cash or Its equivalent. (Special 
recordkeeping requirements must also 
be met These are contained in Part 
516 of this chapter.) These provisions, 
it should be emphasized, do not prohibit 
payment of wages in facilities furnished 
either as additions to a stipulated wage 
or as Items for which deductions from 
the stipulated wage will be made; they 
prohibit only the use of such a medium 
of payment to avoid the obligation im¬ 
posed by sections 6 and 7. 

§ 531.29 Hoard, lodcing, or olltrr fnrili- 
tic*. 

Section 3»m» applies to both of the 
following situations: (a) Where board, 
lodging, or other faciliUes are furnished 
in addiUon to a stipulated wage; and 
(b) where charges for board, lodging, or 
other faciliUes are deducted from n 
stipulated wage. The use of the word 
“furnishing" and the legislaUve history 
of secUon 3<m) clearly indicate that thi* 
section was intended to apply to all fa¬ 
cilities furnished by the employer as 
compensation to the employee, regard¬ 
less of whether the employer calculates 
charges for such facilities as additions to 
or deductions from wages. 

§ .>31.30 “IurnUlird" to the employee. 

The reasonable cost of board, lodging, 
or other facilities may be considered as 
part of the wage paid an employee only 
w'here customarily “furnished" to the 
employee. Not only must the employee 
receive the benefits of the facility for 
which he is charged, but it Is essential 
that his acceptance of the facility be 
voluntary and uncoerced. See Williams 
v. Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Cn 
(EXLN.C.). 1 W.H. Cases 289. 

§531.31 'IjiMomaril/' fttrni«lir<l. 

The reasonable cost of board, lodging, 
or other faciliUes may be considered as 
part of the w*age paid an employee only 
where “customarily" furnished to the 
employee. Where such faciliUes arc 
furnished" to the employee. It will be 
considered a sufficient satisfacUon of this 
requirement if th? facUities are furnish¬ 
ed regularly by the employer to his em¬ 
ployees or If the same or similar faciliUes 
are customarily furnished by other em¬ 
ployees engaged in the same or similar 
trade, business, or occupation in the 
same or similar communities. See 
Walling v. Alaska Pacific Consolidated 
Mining Co., 152 F. (2d) 812 <OA 9', 
cert, denied. 327 U.S. 803; Southern Pa¬ 
cific Co. v. Joint Council tC.A 9) 7 
W.H. Cases 536. Faculties furnished in 
violation of any Federal. State, or local 
law’, ordinance or prohibition wUl not be 
considered facUiUes “customarily" 
furnished. 

§ 531.32 "Ollier facilities". 

(a) “Other facilities.'' as used in this 
secUon. must be something like board or 
lodging. The following items have been 
deemed to be within the meaning of the 
term: Meals furnished at company 
restaurants or cafeterias or by hospitals, 
hotels, or restaurants to their employees: 
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meals, dormitory rooms, and tuition fur¬ 
nished by a college to its student employ- 
lies; housing furnished for dwelling pur¬ 
poses; general merchandise furnished at 
company stores and commissaries (in¬ 
cluding articles of food, clothing, and 
household effects); fuel (including coal, 
kerosene, firewood, and lumber slabs), 
electricity, water, and gas furnished for 
the noncommercial personal use of the 
employee; transportation furnished em¬ 
ployees between their homes and work 
where the travel time does not constitute 
hours worked compensable under the 
Act and the transportation is not an 
incident of and necessary to the 
employment. 

(b) Shares of capital stock in an em¬ 
ployer company, representing only a 
contingent proprietary right to partic¬ 
ipate in profits and losses or in the 
assets of the company at some future 
dissolution date, do not appear to be 
“facilities” within the meaning of the 
section. 

<c) It should also be noted that under 
(531.3(d)(1). the cost of furnishing 
•‘facilities” which are primarily for the 
benefit or convenience of the employer 
will not be recognized as reasonable and 
may not therefore be included In com¬ 
puting wages. Items in addition to those 
set forth in §531.3 which have been 
held to be primarily for the benefit or 
convenience of the employer and are 
not therefore to be considered "faculties 0 
within the meaning of section 3<m) In¬ 
clude; Safety caps, explosives, and 
miners* lamps (in the mining industry); 
electric power (used for commercial 
production in the Interest of the em¬ 
ployer); company police and guard 
protection; taxes and insurance on the 
employer’s buildings which are not used 
for lodgings furnished to the employee; 
"dues” to chambers of commerce and 
other organizations used, for example to 
repay subsidies given to the employer to 
locate his factory in a particular commu¬ 
nity ; transportation charges where such 
transportation is an Incident of and 
necessary to the employment (as In the 
case of malntenance-of-way employees 
of a railroad); charges for rental of 
uniforms where the nature of the busi¬ 
ness requires the employee to wear a uni¬ 
form; medical services and hospitaliza¬ 
tion which the employer is bound to 
furnish under workmen’s compensation 
acts, or slmUar Federal. State, or local 
law\ On the other hand, meals are always 
regarded as primarily for the benefit and 
convenience of the employee. For a dis¬ 
cussion of reimbursement for expenses, 
such as “supper money,” •‘travel ex¬ 
penses,” etc., see ( 778.217 of this chapter. 

§ 531.33 * 4 Rea*onable ro*l”; “fair 
value". 

(a> Section 3un> directs the Admin¬ 
istrator to determine “the reasonable 
cost • • • to the employer of furnish¬ 
ing • • • facilities” to the employee, 
and in addition it authorizes him to de¬ 
termine ”the fair value” of such facul¬ 
ties for defined classes of employees and 
In defined areas, which may be used in 
lieu of the actual measure of the cost of 
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such facilities in ascertaining the “wages” 
paid to any employee. Subpart B con¬ 
tains three methods whereby an em¬ 
ployer may ascertain whether any fur¬ 
nished facilities are a part of “wages” 
within the meaning of section 3im): 
(1) An employer may calculate the 
“reasonable cost” of facilities in accord¬ 
ance with the requirements set forth in 
(531.3; (2) an employer may request 
that a determination of “reasonable cost” 
be made, including a determination hav¬ 
ing particular application; and (3) an 
employer may request that a determi¬ 
nation of “fair value” of the furnished 
facilities be made to be used in lieu of 
the actual measure of the cost of the 
furnished facilities In assessing the 
“wages” paid to an employee. 

(b> “Reasonable cost,” as determined 
in ( 531.3 “does not include a profit to 
the employer or to any affiliated per¬ 
son.” Although the question of affilia¬ 
tion is one of fact, where any of the fol¬ 
lowing persons operate company stores 
or commissaries or furnish lodging or 
other facilities they wiU normally be 
deemed “affiliated persons” within the 
meaning of the regulations: (1) A 
spouse, child, parent, or other close rela¬ 
tive of the employer; (2) a partner, offi¬ 
cer, or employee In the employer com¬ 
pany or firm; (3) a parent, subsidiary, 
or otherwise closely connected corpo¬ 
ration; and (4) an agent of the em¬ 
ployer. 

§ 531.34 l\i>mcnt in wrip or vimilar 
medium not aulliorirPtl, 

Scrip, tokens, credit cards, “dope 
checks.” coupons, and similar devices are 
not proper mediums of payment under 
the Act. They are neither cash nor 
“other facilities” within the meaning of 
section 3(m>. However, the use of such 
devices for the purpose of conveniently 
and accurately measuring wages earned 
or facilities furnished during a single 
pay period is not prohibited. Piecework 
earnings, for example, may be calculated 
by Issuing tokens (representing a fixed 
amount of work performed) to the em¬ 
ployee, which arc redeemed at the end of 
the pay period for cash. The tokens do 
not discharge the obligation of the em¬ 
ployer to pay wages, but they may en¬ 
able him to determine the amount of 
cash which is due to the employee. 
Similarly board, lodging, or other facili¬ 
ties may be furnished during the pay 
period In exchange for scrip or coupons 
Issued prior to the end of the pay period. 
The reasonable cost of furnishing such 
facilities may be included as part of the 
w v age. since payment Is being made not 
in scrip but in facilities furnished under 
the requirements of section 3(m>. But 
the employer may not credit himself 
with “unused scrip” or “coupons out¬ 
standing” on the pay day in determin¬ 
ing whether he has met the require¬ 
ments of the Act because such scrip or 
coupons have not been redeemed for 
cash or facilities within the pay period. 
Similarly, the employee cannot be 
charged with the loss or destruction of 
script or tokens. 


g 531,35 “Frt-r nnd clear" pavnimt; 
“kickback*" 

Whether In cash or In facilities, 
“wages” cannot be considered to have 
been paid by the employer and received 
by the employee unless they are paid 
finally and unconditionally or “free and 
clear.” The wage requirements of the 
Act will not be met where the employee 
kicks-back* directly' or indirectly to the 
employer or to another person for the 
employer** benefit the whole or part of 
the wage delivered to the employee. 
This is true whether the “kick-back* U 
made in cash or In other than cash. For 
example, if it is a requirement of the 
employer that the employee must provide 
tools of the trade which will be used in 
or are specifically required for the per¬ 
formance of the employers particular 
work, there would be a violation of the 
Act in any workweek when the cost of 
such tools purchased by the employee 
cuts Into the minimum or overtime wages 
required to be paid him under the Act. 
See also in this connection. 4 531.32 • c». 

Payment Where Additions or Deduc¬ 
tions Ark Involved 

§ 531.36 lSonovrrlirnr workwrrrk.4. 

(a) When no overtime is worked by 
the employee, section 3(m> and this 
part apply only to the applicable raini- 
mum wage for all hours worked To 
illustrate, where an employee works 40 
hours a week at a cash wage rate of $1 60 
an hour in a situation when that rate is 
the applicable minimum wage and Is 
paid $64 in cash free and dear ot the 
end of the workweek, and in addition ts 
furnished facilities valued at $4, no con¬ 
sideration need be given to the question 
of whether such facilities meet the re¬ 
quirements of section 3<m) and this 
part, since the employee has received In 
cash the applicable minimum wage of 
$1.60 an hour for all hours worked. 
Similarly, where an employee te em¬ 
ployed at a rate of $1.80 an hour and 
during a particular workweek works 40 
hours for which he Is paid $64 In cash, 
the employer having deducted $8 from 
his wages for facilities furnished, 
whether such deduction meets the re¬ 
quirement of section 3<m) and Subpart 
B of this part need not be considered, 
since the employee is still receiving, after 
the deduction has been made, a cash 
w'age of $1.60 an hour. Deductions for 
board, lodging, or other faculties may o* 
made in nonovertime workweeks even u 
they reduce the cash wage below the 
minimum, provided the prices charge* 
do not exceed the “reasonable cost oi 
such facilities. When such items are 
furnished the employee at a 
deductions from wages In weeks in wmai 
no overtime Is worked are considered 
be illegal only to the extent that the prof¬ 
it reduces the wage (which include the 
“reasonable cost” of the faculties) below 
the required minimum. According?. n 
a situation when $1.60 an hour is t* e 
applicable minimum wage, if wi f;u ' 
ployee employed at a rate of $1 ^ ^ 
hour works 40 hours in a workweek a 
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is paid only $54 In cash, $12 having been 
dt ducted for faculties furnished to him, 
5 ucli facilities must be measured by the 
rtcjiiirements of section 3(m) and this 
part to determine if the employee has 
received the minimum of $64 (40 hours 
x $1 .60 > in cash or in facilities which 
may be legitimately included In ••wages’’ 
payable under the Act. The same would 
be true where an employee is furnished 
the facilities in addition to a cash wage of 
$54 for 40 hours of work. In either 
case. If the “reasonable cost" to the em¬ 
ployer of legitimate facilities equals at 
least $10 the requirements of the Act 
are met. Of. Southern Pacific Co. v. 
Joint Council Dining Car Employees. 
165 P. (2d) 26 (C.A. 9). 

'b) Deductions for articles such as 
tools miners' lamps, dynamite caps, and 
other items which do not constitute 
board, lodging, or other facilities” may 
likewise be made in nonovertime work¬ 
weeks if the employee nevertheless re¬ 
ceived the required minimum wage In 
cash free and clear; but to the extent 
that they reduce the wages of the em¬ 
ployee in any such workweek below the 
minimum required by the Act. they are 
illegal. 

§531.37 Overtime witrkwerk*. 


Section 7 requires that the em¬ 
ployee receive compensation for overtime 
hours at “a rate of not less than one and 
one-half times the regular rate at which 
he is employed." When overtime is 
worked by an employee who receives the 
whole or part of his wage in facilities and 
it becomes necessary to determine the 
portion of his wages represented by 
facilities, all such facilities must be 
measured by the requirements of sec¬ 
tion 3im> and Subpart B of this part. 
It is the Administrator's opinion that 
deductions may be made, however, on 
the %ame basis In an overtime work¬ 
week as in non-overtime workweeks 


<sec 5 531.38). if their purpose and ef¬ 
fect are not to evade the overtime re¬ 
quirements of the Act or other law, pro¬ 
viding the amount deducted docs not ex- 
tted the amount which could be deducted 
L< the employee had only worked the 
ttaxlmum number of straight-time hours 
during the workweek. For example, in a 
«tuatlon where $1.60 an hour is the 
Applicable minimum wage, if an em¬

There is no Umlt 
on the amount which may be deducted 
lodging, or other faculties" in 
tri.me workweeks (as in workweeks 
overt *tne is worked), provided 
tnese deductions are made only for 
cost '' of thc fur- 
atTtr « When S' 10 * 1 iiem * are furnished 
profit, the amount of the profit (plus 


the full amount of any deductions for 
articles which are not facilities) may not 
exceed $2 In the example heretofore 
used in this paragraph. These principles 
assume a situation where bona fide de¬ 
ductions are made for particular items in 
accordance with the agreement or un¬ 
derstanding of the parties. If the situa¬ 
tion is solely one of refusal or faUure to 
pay the fuU amount of wages required by 
section 7, these principles have no appli- 
cation. Deductions made only in over¬ 
time workweeks, or Increases in the prices 
charged for articles or services during 
overtime workweeks wUl be scrutinized to 
determine whether they ore manipula¬ 
tions to evade the overtime requirements 
of the Act. 

<b) Where deductions are made from 
the stipulated wage of an employee, the 
regular rate of pay is arrived at on the 
basis of the stipulated wage before any 
deductions have been made. Where 
board, lodging, or other facilities are 
customarily furnished as addition to a 
cash wage, the reasonable cost of the 
facilities to the employer must be con¬ 
sidered as part of the employee's regular 
rate of pay. See Walling v. Alaska 
Pacific Consolidated Mining Co., 152 F. 
(2d> 812 (C.A, 9>. cert, denied. 327 UB. 
803 Thus, suppose an employee em¬ 
ployed at a cash rate of $2 an hour, whose 
maximum nonovertime workweek under 
section 7<a> of the Act Is 40 hours, works 
44 hours during a particular workweek. 
If, in addition, he is furnished board, 
lodging, or other facilities valued at $16. 
but whose “reasonable cost" is $11. the 
$il must be added to his cash straight- 
time pay of $88 ($2X44 hours) in deter¬ 
mining the regular rate of pay on which 
his overtime compensation is to be cal¬ 
culated. The regular rate then becomes 
$2.25 an hour <<$88 + $ll- $99> (44 

hours) — $2.25 an hour). The em¬ 
ployee is thus entitled to receive a total

In 
addition to the straight-time pay of $88 
in cash and $11 in facilities, extra com¬ 
pensation of $4.50 in cash for the 4 
overtime hours must, therefore, be paid 
by the employer, to meet the require¬ 
ments of the Act. 

Payments Made to Persons Other Than 
Employees 

§ 531.38 Amount* deducted fur Hike*. 

Taxes which are assessed against the 
employee and which are collected by the 
employer and forwarded to the appropri¬ 
ate governmental agency may be included 
as “wages" although they do not tech¬ 
nically constitute "board, lodging, or 
other facilities" within the meaning of 
section 3<m», This principle is appli¬ 
cable to the employee's share of social 
security and State unemployment insur¬ 
ance taxes, as well as other Federal, 
State, or local taxes, levies, and assess¬ 
ments. No deduction may be made for 
any tax or share of a tax which the law 
requires to be borne by the employer. 
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§ 531.39 turnt» to third |M*r»on» pur¬ 

suant to court order. 

Where an employer is legally obliged, 
as by order of a court of competent 
and appropriate Jurisdiction, to pay a 
sum for the benefit or credit of the em¬ 
ployee to a creditor of the employee, 
trustee, or other third party, under 
garnishment, wage attachment, trustee 
process, or bankruptcy proceeding, de¬ 
duction from wages of the actual sum 
so paid is not prohibited: Provided , That 
neither the employer nor any person 
acting in his behalf or interest derives 
any profit or benefit from the transac¬ 
tion. In such case, payment to the third 
person for the benefit and credit of the 
employee will be considered equivalent, 
for the purposes of the Act, to payment 
to the employee. 

§ 531.10 iy«nirn|t |«» cm|»lo\ re'* a*. 

Mjjnrc. 

ia> Where an employer is directed by 
a voluntary assignment or order of hi* 
employee to pay a sum for the benefit of 
the employee to a creditor, donee, or 
other third party, deduction from wages 
of the actual sum so paid is not pro¬ 
hibited: Provided . That neither the em¬ 
ployer nor any person acting in his be¬ 
half or Interest, directly or indirectly, 
derives any profit or benefit from the 
transaction. In such case, payment to 
the third person for the benefit and 
credit of the employee will be considered 
equivalent, for purposes of the Act, to 
payment to the employee. 

<b> No payment by the employer to a 
third party will be recognized as a valid 
payment of compensation required under 
the Act where it appears that such pay¬ 
ment was part of a plan or arrangement 
to evade or circumvent the requirements 
of section 3<m> or Subpart B of this part. 
For the protection of both employer and 
employee it Is suggested that full and 
adequate record of all assignments and 
orders be kept and preserved and that 
provisions of the applicable State law 
with respect to signing, sealing, witness¬ 
ing. and delivery be observed. 

(c) Under the principles stated in 
paragraphs <a> and <b) of this section, 
employers have been permitted to treat 
as payments to employees for purposes 
of the Act sums paid at the employees’ 
direction to third persons for the foliow'- 
ing purposes: Sums paid, as authorized 
by the employee, for the purchase in his 
behalf of U.S. savings stamps or U.S. 
savings bonds; union dues paid pursuant 
to a collective bargaining agreement 
with bona fide representatives of the em¬ 
ployees and as permitted by law; em¬ 
ployees* store accounts with merchants 
wholly independent of the employer; 
insurance premiums (paid to Independ¬ 
ent Insurance companies where the em¬ 
ployer is under no obligation to supply 
the Insurance and derives, directly or in¬ 
directly, no benefit or profit from It); 
voluntary contributions to churches and 
charitable, fraternal, athletic, and social 
organizations, or societies from which 
the employer receives no profit or benefit 
directly or indirectly. 
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Payment of Wages to Tipped Employees 

§ 531.50 Statutory provinion* *itb rr- 
iprct to tipped employees. 

(a) With respect to tipped employees, 
section 3(in) provides: 

In determining the wage of a tipped em¬ 
ployee. the amount paid auch employee by 
hta employer shall be deemed to be Increased 
on account of tips by an amount determined 
by tho employer, but not by an amount In 
cxce&a of 50 per centum of the applicable 
minimum wage rate, except that In the case 
of an employee who (either himself or acting 
through his representative) shows to the 
satisfaction of the Secretary that the 
actual amount of Up# received by him was 
less than the amount determined by the 
employer ns the amount by which the wage 
paid him was deemed to be Increased under 
this sentence, the amount paid such em¬ 
ployee by his employer shall be deemed to 
have been Increased by such lesser amount. 

<b> “Tipped employee" is defined in 
section 3(t) of the Act as follows: 

•Tipped employee'* means any employee 
engaged in an occupation in which he 
customarily and regularly receive* more than 
$30 a month in tips. 

§ 531.51 Condition* for takiug tip 
credits in making wage payments. 

Tiie wage credit permitted on account 
of tips under section 3<m) may be taken 
only with respect to wage payments made 
under the Act to those employees whose 
occupations in the workweeks for which 
such payments are made are those of 
“Upped employees'* as defined in secUon 
3(1). Under secUon 3<t), Uie occupaUon 
of the employee must be one "In which 
he customarily and regularly receives 
more than $20 a month in tips." To 
determine whether a Up credit may be 
taken in paying wages to a particular 
employee it Is necessary to know what 
payments consUtute "Ups/* whether the 
employee receives "more Uian $20 a 
month" in such payments in the occupa¬ 
tion in which he is engaged, and w hether 
in such occupaUon he receives these pay¬ 
ments In such amount "customarily and 
regularly/’ The principles applicable to 
a resolution of these questions are dis¬ 
cussed in Uie following sections. 

§531.52 General ehararteristics of 
"lip*". 

A tip Is a sum presented by a customer 
as a idft or gratuity in recogniUon of 
some service performed for him. It Is 
to be distinguished from payment of a 
charge, if any. made for the service. 
Whether a tip Is to be given, and its 
amount, are matters determined solely 
by the customer, and generally he has the 
right to determine who shall be the recip¬ 
ient of his gratuity. In the absence of 
an agreement to the contrary between 
the recipient and a third party, a Up 
becomes the property of the person in 
recogniUon of whose service It Is pre¬ 
sented by the customer. Only Ups ac¬ 
tually received by an employee as money 
belonging to him which he may use as 
he chooses free of any control by the em¬ 
ployer. may be counted In determining 
whether he is a "tipped employee" within 
the meaning of the Act and in applying 
the provisions of section 3(m) which 
govern wage credits for Ups. 


§ 531.53 Payment* %hic)t roti*t»tul< a lip*. 

In addition to cash sums presented by 
customers which an employee keeps as 
his own. Ups received by an employee 
include, within the meaning of the Act. 
amounts paid by bank check or other 
negotiable instrument payable at par 
and amounts transferred by the em¬ 
ployer to the employee pursuant to direc¬ 
tions from credit customers who desig¬ 
nate amounts to be added to their bills 
as Ups. Special gifts In forms other 
than money or its equivalent as above 
described, such as theater tickets, passes, 
or merchandise, are not counted as Ups 
received by the employee for purposes 
of the Act. 

§531.51 Tip pooling. 

Where employees practice Up splitting, 
as where waiters give a porUon of their 
Ups to the busboys. both the amounts 
retained by the waiters and those given 
the busboys are considered tips of the 
individuals who retain them, in applying 
the provisions of section 3im) and 3(t>. 
Similarly, where an accounting Is made 
to an employer for his informaUon only 
or In furtherance of a pooling arrange¬ 
ment whereby the employer redistributes 
the Ups to the employees upon some 
basis to which they have mutually agreed 
among themselves, the amounts received 
and retained by each Individual as his 
own are counted as his tips for purposes 
of the Act. 

§ 531.55 Example* of amounts not re¬ 
ceived a* tip*. 

(a) A compulsory charge for service, 
such as 10 percent of the amount of the 
bill, imposed on a customer by an em¬ 
ployer's establishment, is not a Up and. 
even if distributed by Uie employer to his 
employees, cannot be counted as a Up re¬ 
ceived in applying the provisions of 
section 3<m) and 3(0. Similarly, where 
negoUations between a hotel and a cus¬ 
tomer for banquet facilities include 
amounts for distribution to employees 
of the hotel, the amounts so distributed 
are not counted as tips received. Like¬ 
wise. where the employment agreement 
is such that amounts presented by cus¬ 
tomers os tips belong to the employer 
and must be credited or turned 
over to him. the employee is in effect 
collecting for his employer additional 
Income from the operations of the lat¬ 
ter's establishment Even though such 
amounts are not collected by impostUon 
of any compulsory charge on the cus¬ 
tomer. plainly the employee Is not 
receiving Ups within the meaning of 
9 CcUon 3<m> and 3(t). The amounts 
received from customers sire the em¬ 
ployer's property, not his. and do not 
consUtute tip income to the employee. 

<b> As stated above, service charges 
and other similar sums which become 
part of the employer's gross receipts are 
not tips for the purposes of the Act. How¬ 
ever, where such sums a re distributed by 
the employer to his employees, they may 
be used In their entirety to satisfy the 
monetary requirements of the Act. Also, 
if pursuant to an employment agreement 
the Ups received by an employee must be 


credited or turned over to Uie employer, 
such sums may. after receipt by the em¬ 
ployer, be used by the employer to satisfy 
the monetary requirements of the Act. 
In such Instances, there is no applicabil¬ 
ity of the 50-percent limitation on tip 
credits provided by section 3(m).

1. There were transferred to and 
vested In the Secretary of Transporta¬ 
tion, by subsection 6 (g) of the Depart¬ 
ment of Transportation Act (Public 
Law 89-670.

1651 et seq.), certain functions, powers, 
and duties previously performed by the 
Secretary of the Army and other officers 
and offices of the Department of the 
Army (Corps of Engineers) which in¬ 
cluded the regulation of drawbridge 
operations under 33 U.S.C. 499. The 
Secretary of Transportation, by Depart¬ 
ment of Transportation Order 1100.1 
dated March 31. 1967 (49 CFR 1.4(a) 
( 3 >>, delegated to and authorized the 
Commandant, U 8 . Coast Guard, to pre¬ 
scribe rules and regulations under the 
provisions of section 5 of the River and 
Harbor Act of August 18. 1894. as 
amended (28 Stat. 362; 33 U.S.C. 499). 

2. A previous amendment to the regu¬ 
lations governing the operation of draw¬ 
bridges across Mare Island Strait, Napa 
River, and their tributaries, was pub¬ 
lished in the Federal Reglster on 
March 7. 1967 (32 FJl. 3772). The pur¬ 
pose of that amendment was only to 
delete reference to the State of Califor¬ 
nia highway drawbridge across Napa 
River since that drawbridge had been 
converted to a fixed structure and reg¬ 
ulations for governing its operation wore 
no longer applicable. In the process, the 
regulation governing the hours of oper¬ 
ation of the Department of the Navy 
bridge (Mare Island Causeway) at Val¬ 
lejo was inadvertently changed. The 


purpose of this document is to amend 
the requirements of 33 CFR 117.712(1X1) 
(formerly $ 203.712(1) (1)) to correct this 
error by revising the operating hours of 
the remaining drawbridge to conform 
to those previously In effect.

Parades and Public Gatherings 

Notice is hereby given that pursuant to 
the authority vested in the Secretary of 
the Interior by section 3 of the act of 
August 25. 1916 (39 Stat. 535; 16 US.C. 
3 ). that §50.19 of Part 50 of Title 36, 
Code of Federal Regulations is amended 
as is set forth below. The purpose of the 
amendment Is to clarify § 50.19 and ex¬ 
tend the requirement of obtaining a per¬ 
mit for parades and public gatherings to 
sidewalks contiguous to park areas under 
the jurisdiction of the National Capital 
Region within the District of Columbia, 
in accordance with the act of March 4, 
1909 (35 Stat. 994; 8 D.C. Code 144>. 

It is the policy of the Department of 
the Interior whenever practicable, to af¬ 
ford the public an opportunity to par¬ 
ticipate in the rule making process. 
However, because of the need to immedi¬ 
ately clarify the regulation in order to 
avoid possible conflict, misconception, 
and inequality concerning the issuance 


of permits for public gatherings in the 
National Capital Region. National Park 
Service, and to facilitate administration 
so as to allow for the maximum feasible 
number of such public gatherings in a 
manner not detrimental to the health, 
safety, and morals of those persons en¬ 
gaged in the public gathering and mem¬ 
bers of the public In general, it has been 
determined that it is Impracticable and 
contrary to the public interest to delay 
implementation of this regulation Ac¬ 
cordingly. this amendment shall be effec¬ 
tive on the date of its publication in the 
Federal Register.

hotoever, That the vessel. Its equipment, 
moveable stores, cargo, or other ship's ma¬ 
terial shall not be Government-furnished 
property. The delivery or performance dates 
lor the supplies or services to be furnished 
by the contractor under the contract ore 
based upon the expectation that Govern¬ 


ment-furnished property suitable for use 
(except for such property furnished "as Is") 
will be delivered to the contractor at the 
times stated in the schedule or, if not so 
stated. In sufficient time to enable the con¬ 
tractor to meet such delivery or performance 
dates. In the event that Government-fur¬ 
nished property Is not delivered to the con¬ 
tractor by such time or times, the contract¬ 
ing officer shall, upon timely written request 
made by the contractor, make a determina¬ 
tion of the delay occasioned the contractor 
thereby, and shall equitably adjust the 
delivery or performance dates or the con¬ 
tract price, or both, and any other con¬ 
tractual provision affected by such delay, in 
accordance with the procedure* provided for 
under the "Changes" clause of this contract. 
Except for Government-furnished property 
furnished "as Is". In the event the Govern¬ 
ment-furnished property Is received by the 
contractor in a condition not suitable for 
the Intended use the contractor shall, upon 
receipt thereof, notify the contracting officer 
of such fact and. os directed by the contract¬ 
ing officer, either (I) return such property 
at the Government's expense or otherwise 
dispose of the property, or (11) effect repairs 
or modifications.

FAA’s written ad¬ 
vice to the Commission as to whether a 
proposed antenna farm would “in terms 
of air safety considerations • • • con¬ 
stitute a menace to air navigation” be 
placed in the Commission's public file 
that includes the petition, and that peti¬ 
tioner and other interested persons be 
given at least 30 days within which to 
respond thereto. This is a suggestion not 
previously made and the Commission 
concludes that it has merit. Informed 
comments such as those suggested w ould 
be of material assistance in considera¬ 
tion of FAA's statement. However, the 
Commission is of the view that PAA 
should have the opportunity to respond 
to such comments. Therefore, we are re¬ 
vising the rules as adopted to provide for 
the filing of comments by Interested per¬ 
sons and responses thereto by the FAA, 
as set forth below. 

3. MST further requests that the rules 
be revised to require FAA to state in Its 
advice to the Commission reasons why 
existing navigation practices and pro¬ 
cedures could not be adjusted to accom¬ 
modate the proposed antenna farm, and 
that the rules contain a statement that 
when an antenna farm petition is denied 
without rule making as a result of advice 
from the FAA. the unsuccessful peti¬ 
tioner shall be returned to the status quo 
ante. These matters were considered in 
the antenna farm rule making proceed¬ 
ing. As noted in the report and order 
( footnote 11. page 7). the FAA rules pro¬ 
vide that in considering proposals for 
establishing antenna farm areas, the 
FAA will consider, as far as possible, the 
revision of aeronautical procedures and 
operations to accommodate antenna 
structures that will fulfill broadcasting 
requirements, and we have their assur¬ 
ance that every effort will be made to ad¬ 
just flight patterns to accommodate an¬ 
tenna farms. We have also noted in the 
report and order that upon denial of a 
petition for rule making, petitioner is re¬ 
turned to the status quo ante with all the 
rights he had without the "antenna 
farm rule.” The Commission continues 
to be of the view that there is no need for 
such provisions in the rule itself. 


4. In view of the foregoing: It is 
ordered. That the petition of the Associa¬ 
tion of Maximum Service Telecasters, 
Inc. U granted to the extent indicated 
herein and is otherwise denied. 

5 . It is further ordered . Pursuant to 
authority contained in sections 4 (i) and 
(J), 303, and 307(b) of the Communica¬ 
tions Act of 1934, as amended, that effec¬ 
tive October 30.

In 
the Rules Docket for examination by in¬ 
terested persons. 

Fatal parachute Jumps, occurring from 
time to time in so-called ‘ static line" 
jumps, have been attributed to such pilot 
chute malfunctions as hesitations to 
extend into the airstream; to capture by 
a part of the parachutist’s body; or to a 
student Jumper’s clinging in panic to a 
pilot chute that Improperly remains 
within his reach. 

In a static line parachute jump, the 
retaining pins (that are inserted through 
cones attached to the parachute pack to 
keep the pack closed) are attached to 
the static line, that in turn Is attached 
to the aircraft from which the jump is 
made. When the fuU length of the static 
line has been reached after the jumper 
leaves the aircraft, the pins are pulled 
out from the cones of the main para¬ 
chute pack; the pdek flaps <hcld in place 
by the pins) fly open, pulled out by 
rubber cords; and the pilot chute springs 
out. and this is held open by umbrella- 
like springs, to catch the rushing air and 
exert a pull on the main parachute can¬ 
opy. Student Jumpers make static line 
jumps when they have not had enough 
experience to be relied upon to pull the 
rip cord manually of their own accord. 

Borne jump organizations now use an 
auxiliary attaching device between the 
static line and the pilot chute. After the 
fully extended static line pulls the pins 
from the parachute pack cones, the at¬ 
taching device exercises a positive pull 
on the pilot chute, assuring that the pilot 
chute avoids hesitation or capture and 
it then assists the pilot chute in perform¬ 
ing the latter’s function of deploying the 
main parachute canopy. When the at¬ 
taching device has performed Us func¬ 
tion. it breaks. It is commonly called ”a 
breakaway cord” (or ’ breakaway device** 
if other than a cord is used). The device 
has been successfully used, and its use 
has introduced no apparent additional 
hazard. 

The required use of an assist device 
in static line parachute Jumps would in 
the Judgment of the KAA. more positively 
assure deployment of the main para¬ 
chute canopy and would, at relatively 
minor cost, consequently assure a higher 
level of safety. Additional justification 
for tlie requirement lies in the fact that 
the auxiliary parachute has been an in¬ 
adequate safety device for beginning 
jumpers because of repeated failure of 
students to activate It. The required use 
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PROPOSED RULE MAKING 


of on assist device therefore should re¬ 
duce the likelihood of a student’s having 
to rely upon the auxiliary parachute. 

The proposed amendment would re¬ 
quire the use of an attaching device 
(such as a cord or tape), here called a 
“breakaway device**, attached at one end 
to the static line above the static line 
pins, and attached at the other end to 
the pilot chute bridle cord or, if there is 
no pilot chute, to the main parachute 
canopy. The proposed required device 
would be sufficiently long to assure with¬ 
drawal of static line pins before a load is 
placed upon it. 

The proposed required device also 
would have a breaking strength within a 
designated minimum and maximum. In 
other w r ords. the device must be strong 
enough to assure positive action on the 
main parachute canopy, but not so strong 
as to fail to break once its function 
has been completed. Breakaway cords 
in common use have a tensile strength 
of 80 pounds, apparently chosen mainly 
because 80-pound cords or tapes are 
readily available on the market. The 
actual breaking strength of the device 
varies according to several factors. The 
number of turns made with the cord 
is one factor; thus, a one-loop hitch, 
in common use, doubles the breaking 
strength (minus a loss of strength 
of about 30 percent at the knot). 
Another factor is the number of strands 
knotted; thus, two loops arc used most 
commonly by organizations that do not 
use pilot chutes, and here two strands of 
one side of the loop knotted to the two 
strands of the other side of the loop afford 
a knot with a higher breaking strength 
than a continuously looped line with the 
two ends knotted. One breakaway device 
now in use consists of two tapes, one 
attached to the static line and the other 
to the pilot chute bridle cord. The free 
ends of the tapes are mated together by 
an adhesive material, and the FAA is 
informed that the breaking strength of 
this device is about 100 pounds when 
properly mated. 

The information presently available 
to the FAA indicates that the minimum 
breaking strength of the breakaway de¬ 
vice should be no less than 80 pounds, 
to assure that It will be effective in 
assisting the pilot chute to perform its 
function. 

The force applied to the breakaway de¬ 
vice is caused by the accelerating fall of 
the parachutist to a distance equal to the 
length of the static line plus the length 
of the extended parachute and Its sus¬ 
pension lines. This force could be as 
much as several thousand pounds. There¬ 
fore, the maximum breaking strength 
may be quite large without danger of 
failure of the device to separate. It has 
been concluded that the strength of the 
breakaway device ordinarily should be 
limited to a maximum of 400 pounds 
(whether or not a pilot chute is used), 
to avoid possible injury to the Jumper or 
reaching too dose to the design limits of 
static line attachments in the aircraft. 
This is high enough to accommodate 
present practice with respect to para¬ 
chutes that are not equipped with pilot 
chutes. 


However, w'hen the parachute Is 
equipped with a safety sleeve, a break¬ 
away device that is too strong may tear 
both the pilot chute and safety sleeve 
loose. This may result In damaging the 
aircraft’s tail surfaces or in fouling them 
although not in danger to the jumper. 
This risk would not be present when 
there is no safety sleeve. The sleeve re¬ 
tainer line attached to the main para¬ 
chute canopy ordinarily lias a tensile 
strength of 550 pounds when new. but 
this strength decreases In time. It there¬ 
fore has been concluded that for para¬ 
chutes equipped with safety sleeves the 
breakaway device should be limited to a 
maximum of 160 pounds, to preclude the 
separation of the sleeve from the main 
parachute canopy and to thereby afford 
an adequate margin of safety. 

It should be noted that the proposed 
minimum and maximum breaking 
strengths refer to the breakaway device 
itself, not to the cord or tape used in it. 
and they would apply regardless of the 
number of loops or the number of 
strands knotted. It also should be noted 
that the minimum and maximum figures 
proposed may be changed in the light 
of the comments received, and comment 
in this respect is especially solicited. 

In consideration of the foregoing, it is 
proposed to amend 1 105.43 of the Fed¬ 
eral Aviation Regulations by redesig¬ 
nating paragraph (b) as paragraph (c), 
and inserting a new paragraph Cb) after 
paragraph (a) to read as follows: 

§ 105.43 Pararliutc equipment anil pack¬ 
ing requirement*. 

• + -••• 

(b) No person may make a parachute 
jump using a static line attached to the 
aircraft and the main parachute, and 
no pilot in command of an aircraft may 
allow' any person to make a parachute 
jump from that aircraft using a static 
line so attached, unless a breakaway 
device also is used to assist the pilot 
chute in performing its function, or to 
assure full deployment of the main 
parachute canopy when no pilot chute 
U used. The breakaway device must— 

(1) Be sufficiently long to assure with¬ 
drawal of the static Unc pins before a 
load is placed on it; 

(2) Be attached at one end to the 
static line above the static line pins, and 
at the other end— 

(1) To the pilot chute bridle cord, if 
there is a pilot chute; or 

<ii) To the main parachute canopy, IX 
there Is no pilot chute: and 

(3) Have a breaking strength not less 
than 80 pounds, and not greater than— 

(1) 160 pounds if the parachute is 
equipped with a safety sleeve; or 
Oi> 400 pounds If the parachuto is not 
equipped with a safety sleeve.

This proceeding was instituted by no¬ 
tice of proposed rule making issued Jan¬ 
uary 20.

In that no¬ 
tice we stated that the purpose ol the 
proceeding was to establish “a method 
for determining the ‘net investment in 
a project,' as the phrase is defined in 
section 3(13) of the Federal Power Act.”

By Order E-25202. May 26. 1967, the 
Board directed all interested persons to 
show cause why the Board should not 
amend the certificate of public con¬ 
venience and necessity of United Air 
Lines.

Numerous answers and petitions were 
filed in response to Order E-25202, in¬ 
cluding a petition for reconsideration by 
the city of Denver. The Board is prepared 
to take action now on Denver's petition. 
The other pleadings are presently under 
consideration and we will take action 
thereon subsequent to the disposition of 
the matters treated herein. In Order 
E-25202, we Indicated that we did not 
intend to take action by use of the show 
cause procedure to award United San 
Diego-Denver nonstop authority; «aid we 
referred In that connection to United’s 
small historic stake In this market as 
compared with that or Western Air Lines, 
Inc. On reconsideration the city of Den¬ 
ver has requested that we hold an ex¬ 
pedited hearing to consider the authori¬ 
sation of unrestricted competitive service 
in the Denver-San Diego market. 

Upon reconsideration of this matter, 
we tentatively find and conclude that the 
public convenience and necessity require 
the authorization of nonstop sendee In 
the San Diego-Denver market and that 
Western's certificate of public conven¬ 
ience and necessity for Route 35 should be 
amended in such a manner as to author¬ 
ize Western to provide unrestricted non¬ 
stop service in this market, 1 

The San Diego-Denver market gener¬ 
ated 116 dally O&D and connecting pas¬ 
sengers in 1966 and we tentatively find 
that this amount of traffic, under the

part of a Los Angeles-Twin ClUes application 
via various Intermediate points and for that 
reason we are proceeding sua spontc rather 
than taking notion with respect to thla par¬ 
ticular application. 


circumstances presented here, warrants 
the authorization of a nonstop carrier. In 
the light of the fact hat the best sendee 
presently provided in this market is one 
stop, we think that the present traffic 
response has been quite good, and that 
this amount of traffic related to the serv- 
ice provided Indicates a substantial com¬ 
munity of interest between San Diego 
and Denver. Moreover, It seems likely 
that an upgrading of service will gener¬ 
ate ddltional traffic. In short, we believe 
that the authorization of nonstop serv- 
ice will substantially be leflt the traveling 
public. We tentatively find and conclude 
that Western rather thnr United should 
be the carrier selected to provide the 
nonstop service. Although Western and 
United both hold one stop authority in 
this market, 3 Western has. in fact, pro¬ 
vided the bulk of the sendee and carried 
substantially all of the traffic. Thus, in 
August 1967 Western provided five dally 
onc-stop round trips in the market, and 
carried in 1966 35.560 passengers. By 
contrast. United provides only a single 
flight in one direction and carried 4,750 
passengers or 12 percent of the traffic in 
1966. We tentatively find that Western 
has established a historic interest In tills 
market superior to that of United and 
that the public convenience and necessity 
require the selection of Western over 
United. Wc also tentatively find that the 
diversion of United's existing revenues in 
this market will be small and, in any 
event, will be offset by additional traffic 
which we think a nonstop sendee will 
generate in this market. In sum, we ten¬ 
tatively find and conclude that the trav¬ 
eling public will be benefited by an up¬ 
grading of Western's one-stop service In 
the San Diego-Denver market to a non¬ 
stop sendee and that there will be little 
or no adverse effect on United if Western 
is awarded this authority.

In grant¬ 
ing interested persons the opportunity to 
show cause why our tentative findings 
and conclusions should not be adopted we 
expect such persons to direct their objec¬ 
tions, if any. to specific markets and to 
support such objections with detailed 
answers, specifically setting forth the 
tentative findings and conclusions to 
which objection is taken. Such objection 
should be accompanied by arguments of 
fact or law and should be supported by 
legal precedent or detailed economic 
analysis. General, vague, or unsupported 
objections will not be entertained. 

Accordingly, It is ordered. That: 

1. All interested persons are directed 
to show cause why the Board should not 
issue an order making final the tentative 
findings and conclusions stated herein 
and amend Western's certificate of pub¬ 
lic convenience and necessity in such a 


manner as to authorize unrestricted non¬ 
stop sendee between San Diego, Cal;f, 
and Denver, Colo.; 

2. Any interested persons havinn ob¬ 
jection to the Issuance of an order mak¬ 
ing final the proposed findings, conclu¬ 
sions. and certificate amendments set 
forth herein shall, within 20 days after 
service of a copy of this order, file with 
the Board and serve upon all persons 
made parties to this proceeding a state¬ 
ment of objections together with a sum¬ 
mary of testimony, statistical data, and 
other evidence expected to be relied upon 
to support the stated objections; 

3. If timely and properly supported 
objections are filed, full consideration 
will be accorded the matters or issues 
raised by the objections before further 
action is taken by the Board ; * 

4. In the event no objections arc filed, 
all further procedural steps will be 
deemed to have been waived, and the 
case will be submitted to the Board for 
final action; and 

5. A copy of this order shall be served 
upon Western Air Lines, Inc.. United Air 
Lines, Inc., and the cities of San Dsego.

Rerouting and Diversion of Traffic 

In the opinion of N. Thomas Harris, 
agent, the St. Louls-Son Francisco Rail¬ 
way Co. is unftble to transport traffic over 
its line between Lorraine.

It is ordered , That:
